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Locating Estill County Road. 

The Powell County Road Com- 
mission was in the city today and 
went over the proposed Estill 
county inter-county seat road. 
They crossed the river at the Old 
Forge mill site and went over the 
road to the Estill county line. 
They then came back to P. D. 
Todd's and ran over the Powell's 
Valley road to where it intersects 
the Clark county line road at the 
Brush creek crossing, thinking of 
building the road that way. While 
this road is a little further from 
the central portion of town, it 
can pe put on good grade, and by 
connecting with the Clark coun- 
ty road will save the building of 
about three- fourths mile of roar' 
and a bridge. 

The route now used to Estill 
county Is the best grade and is 
the one most desired by theCom- 
mission ard the people, and it is 
ouly a question of economy that 
gives the Powell's Valley road 
consideration. There are, how- 
ever, just bb mauy people served 
on this route as the level route, 
but with the Winchester and Ir- 
vine roads improved, no person 
living .on the Powell's Valley 
road would he more than one- 
half mile from one of these im- 
proved roads. 

The Commission will not build 
pikes within itself on any of the 
roads at this tiro unless the peo- 
ple along such read put up half 
the oust of such pike, and that is 
just what the people on the Es- 
till road have promised to do. 
These folks will -pat teams to 
work on the grading, and under 
agreement the Commission will 
put up dollar for dollar with the 
people, provided the people put 
up as much as $500 or more per 
mile for the road to be improved. 
In this way and in this way alone 
can a turnpike be built on any 
road. This is a very fair adjust- 
ment of the apportiouing of the 
bond money. Work will begin 
on this road soon as definite ar- 
rangements can be made.
